(Amended) The composition of claim 1, wherein the polymeric material 
comprises a synthetic polymer. 




9. (Amended) The composition of claim 1, wherein the polymeric material has 
cationic or anionic groups. 

10. (Amended) The composition of^laim 9, wherein the polymeric material has 
carboxyl or sulfate ester groups. 



11. (Amended) The composition of claim 1, wherein the polymeric material is 
selected from a salt of carboxypiethylcellulose, aliginic acid or a salt thereof, a starch 
modified with anionic groups, agar, carrageenan, gum arabic, gum tragacanth, gum 
xanthan, pectin, carboxypolymethylene, a methyl vinyl ether/maleic acid copolymer and 
ammonio methacrylat^'copolymer, chitosan, a methacrylic acid copolymer, a hydrolysed 
gelatin. 



12. (Amended) The composition of claim 1, wherein there is present at least 10 
wt. % of the/polymeric material based on the weight of said base composition.
